| THE PREVENTION OF PLAGUE. 


' In offering a prize of 10,000 francs for the’ 


best method of killing tlies, the French journal 
‘Le Matin” has indirectly given a great 
impetus in India to the crusade against 
plague. The prize awarded by “Le Matin” 


P.O, Box for Egypt, 1078, CAIRO, 


was gained by the advocate of “L’Huile de 
Schiste” a by-product from shale. A cutting 
from the paper was sent by Mr, R, D. Tate 
to Mr. Fraser, one of the staff of the “Times 
of India,” whence it reached Dr, Turner, the 
executive health officer of Bombay, Recent 
elaborate experimental research as embodied - 
in the report of the Plague Commission 
in India had indisputably proved that the 
flea was the chief, if not the only, means of 
transferring the germs of p’ague from rats 
to man and from rat to rat. 

Immediately this fact was clearly recognised, 
the natural corollary was to find means of 
getting rid either of the rats or the fleas, 
or both, Whils: the crusade against rats. was 
pressed with renewed vigour, investigations 
were carried out as to the most effective 
means of destroying fleas. It was easily 
shown that corrosive sublimate and the usual 
disinfectants employed by the Indian sanitary 
services had little effect on fleas except, if 
anything, tomake them more lively. On the 
other hand, it was seen even after the first 
experiments that all that was claimed by 
the French investigator for I’huile de schiste 
as a destroyer of flies was equally true when 
the substance was applied to fleas, On the 
plague germs in artificial cultivation in the 
laboratory it was shown to have little effect. 
But on actually spreading the material on 
the floors and walls of plague-infected rooms, 
it was found speedily to rid them of the fleas, 
the harbourers of the plague germs. 

Elaborate experiments were carried out 
by Dr. Turner and Major Lamb, I. M.S., 
of the Plague Research Committee, which 
fully confirmed them in the former’s belief that 
this residuary product of petroleum is not only 
the easiest and most efficacious agent for 
destroying rat-fleas but at the same time the 
only effective known remedy. So convincing 
was the /evidence that with commendable 
promptitude the Bombay Municipality lost no 
time in commencing operations with it on a 
large scale. Fifty tonsof the crude material 
left after the distillation of petroleum, to which 
the appropriate name of “‘pesterine” was given, 
were obtained, and the disinfection of 2,500 
of the worst plague-infected rooms was carried 
out, [na recent report of Dr, Turner, Executive 
Health Officer of the Bombay Municipality, 
incontestible evidence was given that the use 
of this product from petroleum was, if not the 
direct solution of the question of how to deal 
most effectually with plague, certainly the 
best means of killing the carriers of plague. 
The method of disinfecting a room is to 
sprinkle a little “pesterine” on the floor, then 
remove the furniture, and with a long brush 
spread ‘‘pesterine” over the ceiling, thén swab 
the walls, and finally with a broom brush the 
thick fluid all uver the floors. The substance 
is not readily inflammable, and its use does 
not damage the interior of tha houses, 

Although at present the substance, prac- 
tically hitherto a waste product, is infinitely 
cheaper than other disinfectants —— almost 
absurdly so, as for a few pence a whole housecan 
be disinfected—it is probable that the demand 
in the future will enhance its value. Thus it has 
been noticed that the spreading of this material 
on earthen floors makes a surface in many 
ways similar to asphalte, and already it ia sug- 
yested to useitas apossible solution to the 
great dust problem aggravated by the intro- 
duction of motors. 

Fortunately plague now-a-days never makes 
much headway in Egypt, although the means 
of combating it entails considerable cost to the 
sanitary services. Its recurrence from time to 
time, however, more especially in the three 
chief ports, necessitating some inconvenience to, 
anda heavy tax on, commerce, suggests that 
the wholesale treatment block by block of at 
least all cellars bordering on our wharves, as 
well as all houses known to have been infected 
ut any time during the present decade, on the 
lines carried out in Bombay, might perhaps 
be the most effectual barrier of quarantine 
that could be imposed, All other precautions 
and regulations seem long ago to have forfeited 
the confidence of the public, who are seldom 
scrupulous in evading such restrictions, A 
wholesale crusade against rats and fleas would 
show that our authorities were alive to the 
importance of checking, and, if possible, exter- 
minating the evil. It would be too much to 
expect co-operation from the peop'e, either 
European or native, as people are notoriously 
apathetic on all such subjects unless they are 
aroused by an immediate danger to their own 
existence or well-being,
